During the postwar years the state lahor reserves system has been training
labor for the main branches of industry at a rapid rate, Thus, in 1943 the number
- of young workers trained for the coal industry was 11 times the mumber trained in
T 1946; for construction, 4 times; for the construction materials industry, almost
B 2 times; and for the metallurgical industry, 1.6 times.

The develomment of new industrial bases 1n the USSR hat given impetus to the
tagk of creating new centers for forming a trained labor force in the eastern
areas, the Urals, Siberia, and Central Asia.

The system of state lauvor reserves played an importanv role in formiag
the working class in the eastern areas. During the war years a largs number of
trade and F20 achools were evacuated to the east. The network of such schcols
in the Urals, Siber‘a, and the Far East has alco grown substentially in the
postwar period.

The system of state labor reserves has considerably influenced the develoment
of the labor force in the national rerubllics.

During the prewar Stalin Five-Year Plans, great successea were achleved in
the devolomment of industry and the expangion of the labor forces in ‘he national
republics, and the establishment of & system of state lahor reserves resulted in
a further increase in the number of skilled workers. During the 5 yeara of 1940-
45, trade and FZO schoole in the ¥azakh SSR tralned 100,000 young workers, those
in the Uzbek SSR trained 70,000, those in th> Tatar ASS’Z trained 50,20G, efc.

Along with the state labor reserves system, the training of skilled labor
also continues to be cerried out directly in producticn, In 3 years of the postwer
Five-Year Plan, 7 million workers have been trained by individual, orew, end course
instructicm, and 15 mi1llion more have increaaed thelr skills by thiﬂ method.
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
